Electric  Lights.  ^  , . 

No  one  disputes  the  beauty  and  ex- 1  ^ 
cellence  of  the  incandescent  electric 
light  It  is  pleasant  to  the  eye,  does 
not  heat  the  air  or  vitiate  it.  These  ad¬ 
vantages,  however,  count  for  little  in 
out  door  lighting.  There  is  no  dan¬ 
ger  of  overheating ,  or  vititaing  the 
air  of  a  whole  township  by  four  or 
five  hundred  gaa  lamps,  nor  is  the 
light  intense  enough  or  near  enough 
the  eyes  of  the  beholders  to  in  any  I  THE  DELUGE.

of  our  streets  are  to  be  tested  in  the 
first  instance  by  the  simple  formula 
•*how  much,"  and  unless  the  scheme 
proposed  responds  satisfactorily  it  is 
useless  to  proceed  further  with  the 
investigation.  The  lighting  of  our 
streets  should  be  made  less,  not  more 
expensive. 

By  this  wo  mean  that  the  gross 
amount  expended  should  necessarily 
be  less.  New  streets  are  being  rapid¬ 
ly  opened  and  old  streets  are  being 
rapidly  built  upon,  and  more  lamps 
U-come  necessary  every  year.  The 
gradual  increase  of  the  area  to  be  light¬ 
ed  cannot  be  helped,  but  the  cost  per 
lump  is  too  high.  It  is  needlessly 
high  and  a  determined  stand  should 
be  taken  hj  the  people  for  lower  rates. 

Now  therefore,  if  responsible  parties 


r 


ill  undertake  to  light  uur  streets  for 
'dhe  same  amount  or  a  less  amount 
than  the  gas  company  will  undertAe 
to  tight  them  for,  by -all  means  let  us 
have  electric  lights,  for  Bloomfield  is 
under  no  obligations  to  the  gas  com 
pany  ;  it  is  not  to  day  ami  never  has 
been  controlled  by  Bloomfielders  or 
those  who  have  the  interest  of  Bloom¬ 
field  before  their  minds. 

But  the  increasing  of  our  tax  rate 
for  the  sake  of  electric  lights  in  our 
streets  should  not  be  taken  into*  con¬ 
sideration — No,  not  for  one  instant. 


Our  Banks 

The  Cmzex  has  no  desire  tu  At 
tempt  to  dictate  to  the  Managers  and 
Directors  of  the  Bloomfield  Savings 
Institution  or  the  Bloomfiejd  National 
Buuk,  but  on  behalf  of  the  public 
wishes  most  respectfully  to  make  a 
suggestioiror  two.  ,  • 

Bloomfield  .needs  to-day,  and  has 
lung  needed  a  public  hall  of  such  a 
size,  so  situated  and  so  fitted  up  as  to 
afford  adequate  and  proper  facilities 
for  public  meetings  and  entertain 
uieiits,  of  the  larger  and  better  sort. 

Whether  Library  Hall  was  or  was 
not  a  proper  sort  of  a  hall  for  Bloom¬ 
field  need  not  now  be  discussed — it 
seems  to  have  passed  irrevocably  be¬ 
yond  our  reach.  Since  the  public 
have  been  deprived  of  its  use  we  have 
mode  shift  to  use  Dodd’s  Hall  and 
Spragg’s  Pavilion  for  certain  purj>oees, 
and  imposed  upon  the  good  nature  of 
the  trustees  of  some  of  our  churches 
for  certain  other  purposes.  But  no 
one  will  deny  that  for  many  public 
meetings  and  many  public  entertain 
ments  Bloomfield  possesses  no  ade¬ 
quate  or  suitable  accotmxlatious.  Now 
if  both  banks  made  use  of  the  ground 
floor  of  the  same  building,  the  second 
door  could  be  fitted  up  as  a  hall  of 
ample  size  to  .meet  the  needs  of  the 
township  for  many  years.  The  situ¬ 
ation  of  the  hall  both  as  regards  its 
location  in  the  town  and  the  /‘nature 
of  the  ground  door  occupancy  would 
Ik*  all  that  could  l>e  desired,  and  sound 
policy  would  dictate  appropriate  fit 
tings,  furnishings  and  accessories. 

We  should  not  for  one  moment 
think  of  asking  our  financial  institu 
tious  to  place  the  noconuxlation  of  the 
public  in  the  matter  of  a  hall  before 
the  profitable  investment  of  their 
money,  but  we  do  think  that  the  pub- 
liy  upon  whom  both  institutions  must 
depend  for  their  support  has  some 
right  that  its  convenience  be  at  least 
taken  into  consideration.  And  if 
upon  consideration  it  be  found  that 
an  almost  invaluable  service  to  the 
town  may  be  rendered  while  at  the 
same  time  a  certain  amount  of  capital  ware  9t“re  *! 
may  be  safely  and  profitably  invested 
we  tbiuk  the  opportunity  ought  to  be 
embraced  without  a  moment’s  heaita 


itation  from  the  Clouds. 

The  topography  of  this  quiet  inland  town 
underwent  a  marvellous  change  on  Tuesday 
last.  Tlie  rippling  brooks  and  whaling 
streams  which  lend  their  poetic  charms  to 
our  beautiful  village  J  were  suddenly  trans- 
fohned  into  raging  rivets  sweeping  every¬ 
thing  before  them  in  their  hurried  course  to 
the  sea.  Expansive  lain*  covered  vast  areas 
of  territory.  Witnessing  and  Dodd’s  Lakes, 
two  considerable  bodies  of  water  which  long 
since  succumbed  to  the  progress  of  improve¬ 
ments,  made  a  waguifieent  effort  to  regam 
their  supremacy  and  for  a  while  were  highly 
successful.  The  stormy  weather  with  which 
the  week  opeued  culminated  on  Tuesday 
afternoon  in  a  rainfall  almost  unprecedented 
in  the  history  of  our  town.  There  is  some 
difference  of  opinion  os  to  whether  it  ex¬ 
ceeded  the  rain  of  August,  1882,  but  the 
majority  of  sentiment  favor  last  Tuesday. 

A  heavy  shower  at  about  noon  tilled  the 
small  streams  to  the  utmost  carrying  capacity 
of  the  culverts  through  which  they  pass.  It 
passed  over  and  the  inn  broke  through  the 
clouds,  causing  many  people  to  surmise  that 
the  rain  was  over  for  the  day.  About  2. 30 
in  the  afternoon  heavy  clouds  tagan  to 
gather  over  the  Orange  mountain  range  anti 
ominous  mutterings  of  thunder  were  heard 
At  3. 38  the  storm  broke  over  the  town  and 
for  nearly  an  hour  and  a  half  the  rain  came 
down  in  torrents.  Everybody  who  lias  had 
aDV  experience  with  heavy  rains  in  this 
vicinity  wus  convinced  that  a  Hood  was  iiu" 
ininent  The  geographical  position  of 
31,  outfield  is  such  that  it  receives  the  over¬ 
flow  from  the  Oranges  and  Montclair,  its 
two  principal  streams,  the  Second  River 
and  Toney's  Brook  having  their  sources  in 
these  towns.  It  is  this  latter  stream  that 
generally  does  all  the  damage  when  it  gets 
on  the  rampage  and  on  this  Occasion  it  sur¬ 
passed  all  previous  records.  The  huge 
volume  of  water  that  ran  iuto  this  stream 
from  the  Montclair  mountain  side  rendered 
it  necessary  to  ojien  the  flood-gates  at  Mof¬ 
fat's  Pond.  The  liloomheld  division  of  the 
brook  received  a  sudden  and  overwhelming 
impetus  from  the  pond  anil  burst  through  a 
dyke  erected  by  the  Messrs.  Fritz  Brus.  at 
their  moulding  factory  on  Farmud  street, 
A  stream  immense  in  its  proportions  forced 
its  way  through  this  breach  .cutting  away  the 
lav ik  and  spreading  itself  over  the  low  level 
ground  tui  each  side  of  Washington  avenue 
until  it  reached  the  Glenwood  avenue  em¬ 
bankment  with  its  long  line  of  business 
houses  and  dwellings.  There  the  water 
finding  further  progress  impeded  began  to 
rise  and  soon  th>oded  the  cellars  ami  base¬ 
ments  along  the  street  Every  movable 
thing  in  the  yards  of  the  houses  ou  this 
street  ami  Washingtdk  street  between  the 
Centre  ami  the  D.  L.  »t  W.  1LR.  was  soon 
afloat.  Great  excitement  prevailed  among 
the  inmates  of  the  small  frame  dwellings  on 
the  plot  north  of  Washington  street,  east  of 
the  railroad.  Great  fears  were  entertained 
for  their  safety.  They  were  driven  to  the 
top  floors  of  the  houses  and  many  even 
sought  safety  on  the  roof.  These  people, 
who  as  a  class  are  very  |>oor,  will  feel  the 
loss  from  damage  to  their  household  furni¬ 
ture  and  utensils  very  severely.  Mr.  Lewis’s, 
Mrs.  Vuangst’s  and  Dr.  \V.  H.  Tan  Giesou’s 
•liars  were  flooded  and  much  damage  done. 
Druggist  J.  P.  Scln  rff,  corner  of  Glenwood 
avenue  ami  Washington  street;  is  probably 
the  heaviest  loser,  as  his  cellar  was  stocked 
with  drugs  ami  other  perisliable  material. 
It.  M.  Stiles,  dealt  r  iu  hay,  grain  ami  feed, 
loses  heavily.  T.  W.  Dancer,  the  news- 
dealt  r,  places  his  los.-  at  between  and 
31,000.  The  Dancer  family  liad  many  val¬ 
uable  articles  of  wearing  apparel  ruined  by 
water,  such  as  sealskin  saeques,  furs,  etc 
They  were  pre|>ftrmg  for  supper  when  tin 


lines  were  brought  into  requisition  and  made 
fart  to  out -houses,  chicken-coops,  dog-ken¬ 
nels  and  other  articles  that  developed  a 
tendency  to  go  a  voyaging.  Venturesome 
ctthOI  boys  experienced  much  fun  in  this 
work,  to  the  terror  of  their  distracted  moth¬ 
ers.  The  water  proved  rough  on  rats  and 
whenever  a  stable  was  flooded  theae  veriniu 
could  be  seen  scampering  aloft  Contractor 
Hubert  Ashley  had  to  remove  bis  horses  and 
wagons  to  a  place  of  safety,  aa  the  water 
attained  a  depth  of  four  feet  in  his  stable- 
yard,  destroying  muoh  hay  and  foed. 

Mr.  Eppleyj  beautiful  Glenwood  Park, 
iu  the  construction  of  which  he  lias  recently 
spent  so  much  money  and  which  was  rapidly 
becoming  popular,  was  dealt  with  in  a  most 
unmerciful  manner  by  the  raging  torrent 
which  came  rushing  down  Second  Kiver 
from  Orange.  Statuary,  chairs  and  fences 
were  swept  away  in  the  flood.  Many  of  the 
chairs  were  snatched  from  the  stream  by 
daring  boys  who  risked  their  live*  for  their 
possession.  It  is  understood  that  Mr. 
Epploy  will  get  out  a  search  warrant  with 
wliich  to  recover  his  furniture. 

Franklin  Park,  which  was  originally  Dodd's 
Lake,  was  completely  flooded.  This  park 
contains  the  East  Orange  Sewage  Disposal 
Works.  The  water  rushed  through  this 
building  without  waiting  for  chemical  treat¬ 
ment  The  sewage  tanks  were  overflowed. 

A  bridge  erected  over  Second  ltiver  in  the 
park  was  carried  away  ami  deposited  at  the 
south  end  of  the  long  bridge  at  Prospect 
street.  The  sidewalk  recently  constructed 
ou  Prospect  street  and  Glenwood  avenue  is 
totally  demolished  in  many  places.  The 
scene  ou  Second  River  as  viewed  from  the 
D.  L.  A  W.  R.  R.  embankment  over  the 
old  lake  property  was  a  thrilling  one.  The 
waters  of  Toney’s  Brook  and  Second  River 
combine  on  the  west  side  of  the  bridge  at 
this  point.  A  vast  sheef\>f  water  extending 
from  Glenwood  avenue  to  Bloomfield  ave- 
une  presented  itself  to  the  view.  Many 
spectators  imperiled  their  lives  in  their 
eagerness  to  view  the  scene.  The  egress  for 
the  water  under  the  railway  could  not  meet 
the  demaml  made  ou  it  and  the  water 
formed  itself  in  whirlpool*  in  its  frantu 
(forts  to  escai»e.  These  undermined  the 
embankment  iu  many  places  anil  huge  land¬ 
slides  occurred  rendering  the  railroad  track 
unsafe  for  travel.  The  company  exercised 
great  precaution  iu  running  trains  over  it. 
A  careful  watch  was  kept  on  the  bridge  as 
it  was  momentarily  exjieoted  to  give  way. 
The  cellars  of  the  Brick  Row  ou  Bloomfield 
nyeuue  were  inundated.  The  fences  and 
mt-houses  were  carried  about  by  the  water 
and  everything  in  the  yards  jumbled  together 
in  a  mass  of  confusion.  John  N.  Baldwin 
occupies  the  basement  lit  M»r  of  Jas.  (  risp  A 
Co  s.  belt  factory.  The  water  accumulated 
to  the  depth  of  two  feet  on  the  floor.  The 
flow  of  water  was  more  than  the  kliu-Frauk- 
Uu  street  series  of  culverts  couhj  carry  off 
and  it  backed  up  over  the  laud  adjacent  to 
the  river  betwecu  Bloomtield  avenue  and 
Franklin  street.  At  Minefield  s  dairy  stables 
the  water  attained  a  depth  of  four  feet  iu  the 
yard  and  the  horses  and  cows  had  to  be 
quickly  driven  to  the  high  laud  adjoining. 
The  works  of  the  Montclair  Gar  A  Water 
Company  were  surrounded,  aud  at  one  time 
Superintendent  Cuusbrook  feared  that  the 
huaiuuK  of  gas  making  would  be  interrupted. 
Tho  Brick  Row  ou  Newark  avenue  was  » 
scene  of  great  excitement  The  numerous 
tenants  anticipated  nothing  else  but  that 
their  dwellings  would  he  carried  away.  Tlie 
ground  floor  of  these  buildings  ate  occupied 
:is  basements  mid  the  families  living  in  them 
lost  considerable  iu  tlie  line  of  provisions. 
The*  river  at  this  point  passes  under  the 
Morris  Canid  aqueduct  and  the  passage 
way  allowed  not  King  sufficient  to  cojie  with 
a  freshet  the  surplus  water  spread  over  the 
land  west  of  the  canal,  hearts  of  damage 
doue  came  from  all  along  the  line  of  Second 
River  uutil  it  reaches  the  l’uasme.  Hartman 
A  Wilcox  Satinet  Works,  Hendrick  Bros. 
Copper  Works,  and  DeWi^’s  it  ire  Works 
were  all  more  or-  flss  damaged.  At  Sib 
Lake  au  attempt  was  made  to  raise  the  flood¬ 
gates  of  the  dam  but  they  hail  been  so  long 
out  of  repair  that  they  could  not  bo  worked. 
A  passageway  was  cut  out  for  the  water,  the 
heavy  pressure  of  which  soou  enlarged  it 
The  force  of  water  carried  off  a  part  of  the 
ancient  grist  mill.  Travel  ou  the  Orange 
Brunch  of  the  Erie  road  was  suspended,  and 
trains  for  Orange  had  to  stop  at  the  1’ruspect 
street  depot  and  return  from  there.  A 
bridge  over  Second  River  near  the  Franklin 
district  schtH>l  was  carried  off  iu  the  frtshet. 
A  temjH*rury  bridge  was  completed  on 
Thursday  and  through  travel  resumed. 
Trains  on  the  N.  V.  *  11.  I*.  R-  R.  were 
standstill  ou  Chestnut  Hill  aud
